Report poachers to protect wildlife and hunting 


Poaching is a problem 
everywhere, including 
Michigan, and has its 
biggest impact on wildlife 
and game fish in the state 
and, subsequently, on hon- 
est hunters and anglers 
throughout the state. In 
Michigan, the DNR has set 
up an effective method of 
fighting back: the Report All 
Poaching program. 

What is Poaching? 

Poaching is the illegal 
shooting, trapping, or tak- 
ing of game, fish or other 
natural resources from pri- 
vate or public property. A 
poacher is someone who 
hunts, traps, or fishes ille- 
gally. This also includes 
someone who possesses or 
commercializes in wildlife 
resources contrary to 
Michigan or federal law. 

Reporting a violation 

If you witness a natural 
resource violation, report it 
immediately. You can do 
this by texting or calling 
800-292-7800, phone lines are 
open 24/7.

The 
dispatchers receive calls 
and quickly relay informa- 
tion to a conservation offi- 
cer in the field, in the same 
manner as a 9-1-1 dispatch 
center relays information to 
local police. 

Ina typical year, more 
than 30,000 calls regarding 
poaching are received by 
the DNR and between 7,000 
and 9,000 complaints are 
filed. 

You may qualify for a re- 
ward if you supply informa- 
tion that leads to the arrest 
and conviction of a 
poacher(s). Assistance in 
applying for a reward will 
be provided by the conser- 
vation officer handling your 
complaint. 

So far in 2023 alone, 
nearly $7,000 in reward 
money has been paid out.

The Nov. 15, 2021, crash in 
a wooded area in Charlevoix 
County's Melrose Township 
killed pilot Kenneth Daniel 
Yott, 61, of Pontiac, and 
Corbin Dennis Kennedy, 21, 
of Howell. Kennedy was a 
student pilot. 

A National Transporta- 
tion Safety Board investiga- 
tion report released last 
week said the men flew out 
of Oakland County Interna- 
tional Airport in Pontiac, 
headed for Boyne City Mu- 
nicipal Airport. 

The plane slowed gradu- 
ally from 129 knots (238.9 
nautical kilometers per 
hour) to 88 knots (162.9 kilo- 
meters per hour) as it ap- 
proached the Boyne City

Lakeshore Drive. The man 
stopped following police 
and drove off route, creat- 
ing several disturbances 
along Northbound Bridge 
Street before driving east 
on Antrim Street and into 
Round Lake. 

Webster, the first emer- 
gency responder on scene, 
could see air bubbles com- 
ing out of the truck, which 
was on its side in about 9 
feet of water.

Ginn contacted Newaygo 
Central Dispatch and re- 
quested an ambulance as he 
followed the man toa 
nearby boat. 

On the boat, Ginn found 
an unconscious 55-year-old 
man, from Jenison, lying 
face down in a puddle of 
vomit, and a woman who 
was trying to help. The 
group told Ginn that their 
friend had consumed a lot 
of alcohol and they re- 
turned to shore when he be- 
came unconscious and ill. 

Ginn noticed the man 
had an obstructed airway 
and his skin was changing 
color. Ginn turned the man 
to his side and cleared his 
airway by administering 
back blows, followed by 
chest compressions. With 
the man still struggling to 
breathe on his own, Ginn 
used a bag valve mask to 
help him breathe until EMS 
arrived. 

The man was transported 
by EMS to a nearby hospi- 
tal, where he later was 
treated and released for an 
aspirated airway. 

Ginn has been a conser- 
vation officer since 2006 and 
patrols Newaygo County.

CHARLEVOIX - Revival 
of a dormant library. Fresh 
life breathed into a band 
program. High-quality, no- 
cost preschool helping 
working parents support 
their families. The start of 
a new garden to grow food 
for students. 

In 2017, these initiatives 
were just hopes of local 
school district leaders who 
were asking voters in 
Charlevoix, Emmet and 
northern Antrim counties 
to support a Regional En- 
hancement Millage, which 
is the only way districts 
can raise additional opera- 
tional dollars. That fall, the 
11 local superintendents 
representing Char-Em ISD 
districts and their respec- 
tive school boards collec- 
tively agreed to seek voter 
approval of a 1.0-mill, 10- 
year levy that would gener- 
ate over $60 million in total 
over the decade. 

In outlining needs at the 
time, each superintendent 
shared their vision for how 
the additional funding 
would benefit their own 
districts. 

“One of the biggest bene- 
fits of a Regional Enhance- 
ment Millage is that each 
district is able to determine 
how to spend the money 
they receive,” said Scott 
Koziol, Char-Em ISD Su-

perintendent. “That was 
one key point that really 
resonated with voters: dis- 
trict independence.” 

In November 2017, 57 
percent of voters approved 
the proposal. The first levy 
was collected in 2018 - $5.3 
million, which equated to 
about $615 per pupil. This 
school year, 2022-23, the 
millage generated $6.3 mil- 
lion, for a per pupil amount 
of $824. The amount re- 
ceived each year will vary, 
depending on the fluctuat- 
ing regional taxable value. 

Now at the five-year 
mark of the 10-year collec- 
tion, district superintend- 
ents are sharing how the 
money has impacted their 
districts. It’s important to 
note that due to the flexi- 
bility of the millage, how 
districts report spending 
the money varies greatly, 
Koziol noted. 

“Tt is important to not 
compare one district to an- 
other as doing ‘more’ or 
‘less’ in a certain area or 
overall. Each one has been 
able to truly identify their 
own needs and utilize the 
funding to fill them,” said 


Koziol. 

While each district has 
their own priorities, sev- 
eral common themes 
emerged among them all: 
Early childhood/preschool, 
career and college readi- 
ness, technology, school 
safety, staffing, extracur- 
riculars, facility updates, 
curriculum and instruc- 
tional supplies, and athlet- 
ics. 

“The power and impact 
that the Regional Enhance- 
ment Millage has had on 
Pellston Public Schools is 
extremely difficult to cap- 
ture,” said Pellston Public 
Schools Superintendent 
Stephen Seelye. “Updating 
and renovation of our ath- 
letic facilities and audito- 
rium, free preschool to all 
our families, and bringing 
back a K-12 music program 
to our district have had 
such an incredible impact 
on our students. The abil- 
ity to purchase school 
buses, playground equip- 
ment, and a school van has 
allowed us to keep other 
funding in the classroom - 
touching all of our stu- 
dents and allowing our dis- 
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trict to not just survive but 
thrive, even during a pan- 
demic.” 

In the Petoskey school 
district, superintendent 
Jeff Leslie emphasized the 
addition of activities for 
students, elimination of ex- 
tracurricular fees, and es- 
tablishment of the new 
Little Northmen Preschool, 
which provides 32 students 
access to high-quality pre- 
school. 

“The Regional Enhance- 
ment Millage has provided 
the Public Schools of 
Petoskey much-needed rev- 
enue for programming that 
could not exist otherwise 
due to state funding re- 
strictions,” said Leslie. 
“With the aid of this voter- 
approved funding source, 
PSP was able to eliminate 
‘pay to play’ for extracur- 
ricular activities, increase 
the number of clubs, and 
implement additional af- 
fordable preschool options 
for our families.” 

On Beaver Island in 
Charlevoix County, district 
superintendent Wil 
Cwikiel echoed the theme 
of the importance of qual- 
ity early childhood pro- 
gramming. 

“With this new stable 
source of revenue, Beaver 
Island has been able to 
offer developmental pre- 
school five days a week for 
3-year olds and older at no 
cost at all to parents and 
families, as well as provide 
additional support for stu- 
dents with special needs in 
the early elementary pro- 
gram,” said Cwikiel. “In- 
vestments in early 
childhood education pay 
dividends throughout the 
lifetime of children.” 

District-by-district flexi- 
bility in identifying needs 
has been key, according to 
the superintendents. In 


Alanson, for example, a 
long-shuttered library is 
now back serving students 
thanks to the REM, accord- 
ing to superintendent 
Rachelle Cook. 

“After 10-plus years of 
our library being closed, 
we were able to hirea 
media specialist, reopen 
the library, as well as up- 
date the library with new 
books and furniture,” said 
Cook. “PE was also cut 
many years ago, and we 
were able to hire a K-12 PE 
teacher for the district. 
These are huge benefits to 
our students that we could 
not have accomplished 
without the Regional En- 
hancement Millage. We are 
so grateful to voters for 
their support.” 

A number of district 
leaders said they’ve been 
able to update facilities and 
offer new programs they 
otherwise likely could not 
have been added. In East 
Jordan, the REM has al- 
lowed for free preschool to 
all 3- and 4-year students, 
helping prepare the littlest 
learners for kindergarten. 
The millage has also al- 
lowed for a new STEM (sci- 
ence, technology, 
engineering, and math) 
teacher and programs, and 
an outdoor/garden learn- 
ing coordinator in East 
Jordan. 

“Our Outdoor/Garden 
Learning Coordinator has 
integrated a new hoop 
house into our already pro- 
ductive garden area to pro- 
vide a new learning 
environment that all stu- 
dents can engage in and 
enhance the classroom ex- 
perience by extending the 
learning and integrating 
nature,” said East Jordan 
Superintendent Matt 
Stevenson. “With this 
added funding, EJPS has 
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been able to provide in- 
creased opportunities for 
our students, much-needed 
materials for our class- 
rooms, teachers, and ath- 
letic coaches, as well as 
provide support for our 
parents.” 

In Boyne City, superin- 
tendent Pat Little noted 
how the REM has impacted 
students across all grades, 
pre-K through high school. 

“The REM has opened 
doors for students to be- 
come more prepared for 
next steps in life,” Little 
said. “For preschoolers, 
they are more prepared for 
kindergarten. For 8th 
graders, they are wiser 
about career opportunities 
and for our high school 
students, they have hands 
on experience with both 
dual enrollment courses 
and career readiness 
courses thanks to the REM 
funds.” 

District leaders are en- 
thusiastic about the impact 
of the Regional Enhance- 
ment Millage on their abil- 
ity to provide more 
opportunities for students, 
and so are some parents 
and community members. 

East Jordan mom of 
four, Shannell Lapeer, has 
relied on the 3- and 4-year- 
old preschool programs of- 
fered in her district and 
lauds their availability. 

“T think that providing 
free preschool is a great 
thing. All my kids have at- 
tended and I have seen a 
tremendous amount of 
growth in each,” said 
Lapeer. “My two youngest 
are twins and were prema- 
ture, which put them be- 
hind the other kids a little 
bit. This year, they are in 
the 3-year-old preschool 
and are making huge 
gains.” 

Seelye, the Pellston su- 
perintendent, thanked vot- 
ers for supporting the 
REM. 

“That is an incredible in- 
vestment by our residents 
in the education of our re- 
gion’s youth,” said Seelye. 
“T know I speak for all our 
local administrators when 
Isay ‘Thank you’ again to 
voters for supporting our 
schools with the enhance- 
ment millage.”

and they would not only 
stop talking timidly and 
vaguely but they would 
speak clearly and concisely. 
It became somewhat nor- 
mal to go late into the night, 
with many nights not end- 
ing until 2am . We all 
wanted it, God is just that 
good. He knew that we 
needed something, and He 
would move in such a way 
that He met each of us in 
our need. He broke my 
heart and allowed me to feel 
his love and Holy Spirit for 
the first time ever. I had 
been raised in the church, 
as a pastor’s kid, and I had 
all of the head knowledge 
and belief, but I had never 
accepted God’s love in my 
heart and I had never be- 
come vulnerable to Him. 
See you can believe in God’s 
existence but not love him 
and as a perfect example of 
this is James 2:19 which 
states, “You believe that 
there is one God.

What East Jordan senior Lindsey 
Cross was able to accomplish was 
nothing short of remarkable this win- 
ter.

However, first year 
Charlevoix head coach Reece Koepke 
gets the nod here.

This is the best time to 
buy a home.
